11. The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
The claims are all drawn to a kit. Since Sonqer discloses two cables, each with a crimping tube. Sonqer's kit has two crimping 
tubes. As one can be the claimed tube, the other can be one of the claimed crimp devices. The fact that the crimp tubes are 
not disclosed as being for attachment to 1 s and 2 n portions of a suture is not persuasive because if one so desired, one could 
place both ends of one suture in opposite ends of one crimp tube. That would leave one other crimp tube to be one of the 
claimed crimp devices. As the examiner previously pointed out, to have provided more crimp tubes in the set so that multiple 
procedures could be performed is obvious. A set with 3 crimp tubes would allow 1 to be the claimed crimp tube and the other 
two to be the crimp devices. .
